Unless definitely instructed otherwise, we will use our best judgment in sending orders at 
proper time, depending on weather conditions and forecasts. 

In ordering please indicate how you wish orders shipped, whether by Parcel Post, Express, 
Truck or Freight. When not so advised we will use our best judgment. 


All plants are ready for shipment about May 15th unless otherwise noted. 


PACKING CHARGES 


All bedding plants will be knocked out of pots and carefully wrapped in paper; this reduces 
weight and cost of transportation. Plants packed in this manner are subject to a reduced ex- 
PLESSetbaces 

Bedding plants shipped IN POTS require special packing and more packing material. To 
cover this an additional cost of 10% will be charged. 


For plants sent in paper pots an additional charge of 5% will be made. 


To pack and ship plants properly requires skilled labor, as well as boxes and packing ma- 
terial. Because of this cost, we are obliged to make an extra charge for packing SMALL orders, 
except where items are offered prepaid to destination. 

On all orders amounting to $1.50 or more there is no packing charge. Order amounting to 
LESS than $1.50 a packing charge of 10c to 25c, depending on size of package, will be made.

These Chrysanthemums are a wonderful addition to 
the garden, adding a lot of color after most annuals and 
perennials are through. 


Hardy Chrysanthemums have extended the garden 
season greatly, and also created much new interest in 
gardening, particularly the late summer and fall. 


Chrysanthemums require a good, fairly rich soil for 
best results; they need additional feeding later in the 
season, about the time buds begin to appear. 


While some varieties will winter over better than 
others in our climate, they should be protected with a 
gocd covering of leaves or hay in about the same manner 
as most perennials. 


After trying out many kinds locally, we have made a 
selection of varieties of those we consider most desirable 
from the standpoint of earliness and other good qualities 
which we offer in the following list.

Early flowering kinds, blooming in September or before.

SUCCESS WITH ROSES 


Thorough watering is essential during the growing and flowering season. 


After planting, 


add a small amount of old manure, or a handful of Bone Meal to each plant. 


To protect from sucking and chewing insects use a nicotine solution or Black Leaf 40, and 


spray each week or ten days. 


A combination of nine parts of dusting sulphur and one part of Arsenate of Lead, used regu- 


larly will protect roses from insects and diseases. 


Dusting with sulphur Dust regularly each week controls mildew.

TROPICAL DAY BLOOMING LILIES 


The tropical or tender lilies are the most rapid growing 
and free flowering of all lilies. Strong plants will pro- 
duce flowers during the entire season and in great pro- 
fusion, often with several flowers in bloom continuously 
from early until the last of the season. 


They come in great variety both in color and form of 
bloom. Many are ‘‘star’’ shaped and others of the cup 
type. The colors come mostly in the reds and blues with 
few exceptions. There are no blue Water Lilies except 
in this class. 


They are quite fragrant to a greater or less extent, 
some even producing a fragrance that is discernible at a 
distance. 


Tropical lilies enjoy a rich soil more than the hardy 
kind, and may be fertilized more when being planted. 
Give them as much root room as possible as they will fill 
a large tub or box very quickly. 


Tropical lilies should never be set out until the weather 
is warm. If subjected to cold or a chill they are apt to 
get a setback, if not killed. 


Storing tender lilies over winter requires more care 
than the hardy lilies. They must be kept in water and 
the safest way is to store them in the greenhouse, or 
when this is difficult they may be placed in tubs of water 
and kept in an airy basement. When either of these is 
difficult, we recommend purchasing new young plants 
each year, as these are more vigorous and will give greater 
satisfaction as well as better results.
